Kidnapper Warner Is Locked Up in 
Kansas City. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 15.—Albert S. 
Warner, the Albany, N. Y., lawyer, arrested 
yesterday at Riley, Kan., charged with 
complicity in the kidnaping of young Con- 
way at Albany, N. Y., last August, was 
brought to Kansas City this morning and 
will remain at the city jail until extradition 
papers shal] arrive from New York. 


a man named Goodrich, three miles from 
Riley. After a chase of nearly four months 
in Georgia, Tennessee, Minnesota and- New 
Mexico, he was run to earth by Joseph 
McCann of the Albany detective force, to- 
gether with a Pinkerton detective named 
Thomas, When approached Warner gave 
his name as George Johnson and protested 


he had never worked at any other occupa- 
tion than that of a farm hand. On his way 
from Junction City, where he was taken 
temporarily from Riley, Warner broke down 
and admitted his identity. At first he ex- 
pressed a willingness to go on to New York 
without requisition papers, but when he 
crossed the Missouri line this morning he 
changed his mind and declined to go further 
without being forced to. 

Warner’s make-up as a farm hand was an 
excellent one. He was dressed in a suit of 
jeans, with a yellow canvas jumper and a 
thick woolen cap. His face is covered with 
a thick growth of red beard. In spite of his 
disguise, however, certain lines of refine« 
ment in his face betrayed him as a man of 
education and led to his arrest. 

When questioned by a reporter after his 
arrival in Kansas City, Warner said: “I ex- 
pect to meet a lot of you newspaper fellows, 
so I’ve made up my mind not to talk.” 
Later Warner told briefly how he had 
escaped from the East and eluded the of- 
ficers so long. He had been in hiding in 
Jersey City for some time, he sald, and 
becoming tired of his concealment decided 
to give himself up. On the way to the sta- 
tion the sight of a bicycle on a curbing 
opened up an avenue of escape, He stole 
the wheel and rode to Philadeiphia, Aftera 
short time In that city he started west, mak- 
ing his way to Kansas on h's wheel by easy 
stages. He claims to have been at Riley 
for seven weeks,

MR. WERNSE CLAIMS HE IS INNOCENT. 


Charged With Selling Columbia 


Aluminum Company Stock and 


Not Properly Accounting for the Money 
Received for the Sale. 


A warrant was issued by Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Johnson Wednesday after- 
noon charging William F. Wernse with 
the embezzlement of $17,000, . 

Mr. Wernse is Pres‘dent of the Guarantee 
Loan and Mortgage Co., 421 Olive street, 

The charge is preferred by H, F. D. 
Schwahan, President of the Columbia 
Aliminum Co. Ex-Gov. Charles P. John- 
son, attorney for Mr. Schwahan, obtained 
the warrant and gave the following ex- 
planation to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“Mr. Wernse is a broker in the Bank of 
Commerce Building. For some time he 
has been agent for the eale of stock for 
the Columbia Aluminum Co., whose plant 
is located at 119 Miller street. He has sold 
more than $500,000 worth of stock, and more 
than $17,000 worth of it he has not ac- 
counted for. | 

The Cclumbia Aluminium Co. has been 
organized for several years. Beside Pres- 
ident Schwahan fhe follawing persons are 
largely interested in the company: D., J. 
Hayden, Bruce C. Alvord, 8. G. Booker ana 
Gustave Schwahan. | 

“The stock that he sold and made no, 
accounting is held by a hundred or more 
persons, and we have the statements of 
many who bought the stock.” 

Among the purchasers of stock in the 
Columbia Aluminum Co who are named as 
witnesses to the information sworn to by 
Gov. Johnson are the following:

The officers of the Aluminéim Co., having 
failed in their efforts to obtain an account-

Mr, Wernse is waiting to be arrested an@ 
Says he js innocent. His counsel, O’Brien 
& Hough, has the papers in three damage 
suits drawn up ready for filing Wednesday 
afternoon. One recited that the Columbia 
company canceled ‘the stock held by Mr. 
Wernse and destroyed its value. The dam- 
ages Mr. rnse thinks he has sustained 
is placed $250,000. A second suit is fled 
by the St. Louls Guarantee Loan and 
Mortgage Co., alleging a violation of cons 
tract and claiming damages of $90,000. The 
third suit is that of the St. Louls Note 
Brogerage Co, against the Columbia com- 
pany, claiming $70,000 damages for being 
deprived of the office and right of the 
transfer agent of stock. 
The warrant had not been served on Mr. 
Wernse at 2:30 o’clock. Mr. Wernse’s law- 
yers were in the office with him. They sald 
they would go direct to dudge Murphy's 
house when the warrant wae served end 
that they would be prepared to offer bail 
to any amount. 3 
“I can't conceive what the basis of the 
charge of embezzlement can be,”” said Mr. 
O’Brien. “I am entirely at a loss to under- 
stand why criminal proceedings should be 
made to figure in a transaction where the 
acts of either party were covered by a civil 
contract.”

LEITER AND ARMOUR PROMISE _ 
TO MAKE MATTERS VERY INTERESTING. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—There are just sev- 
enteen days left to make or unmake the 
December wheat deal. The chances for 
fireworks and old-time corner prices are 
gecarcely so bright as they were some time 
ago. Leiter is learning something about 
the possibilities of Chicago as a receiving 
market and about the resources of Armour. 

Earlier in the season Leiter gave Armour, 
who came came back from Europe a “‘dol- 
lar wheat” bull,”’ some points on how to 
act promptly, but in the last two days the 
local stock of wheat bas been increased by 


1,350,000 bushela. Such a movement is sim- 
ply phenomenal and represents a part of 
the energetic campaign made by Armour 
and Weare. The last cargoes of an abnor- 
mal Ch cago-Duluth movement, aggregat- 
ing 3,645,000 bushels, are arriving. 

The bulk of this has been contract wheat 
brought down for the special benefit of the 
market made by Mr. Leiter. It has been 
variously disposed of. Part of it has gone 
into the public elevators and part into pri- 
vate houses. Armour knows just how much 
contract wheat_is here. Leiter would give 
a snug sum for exact information as to 
how much of the Chicago stock has come 
here to fill short sales to him and how much 
is here to be dumped out on December ad- 
Vances such as those of last Friday and last 

' Monday. 

The chance of pyrotechnics is in the specu- 
lative market for December wheat. The 
real battle is in the cash property. Leiter 
has been holding a large assortment of 
speculative cards and has been playing 
them rapidly. He has brought the deal up 
from July to September and from Septem- 
ber ta December, but only recently has been 
pushing prices to a point to bring wheat 
from all directions. 

This is the situation which promises to 
give Armour an opportunity to recoup any 

actual losses in his operations and some of 
his consequential losses for not hav’ ng 
taken up the bull side of ‘the market when 
he came from Europe and held to it ag- 
gressively since. 

Leiter has disclaimed any intent'on to 
corner wheat. Armour has disclaimed do- 
ing anything but a warehougeman’s busi- 
ness. Leiter’s operations, and more par- 


ticularly his announcement of plans to 
move the entire Chicago stock of wheat 
out of the country, have put wheat to $1.08, 
|; and by forcing Chicago out of line with 
| other markets have started an avalanche 
'of wheat to Chicago. 
| Ae an elevator man Armour’s opportunity 
‘Hes in the accumulation at Ch§cago of a 
stock of wheat such as did notiseem pos- 
| sible at the beginning of the season. The 
‘demand and supply prospect at the opening 
|of the wheat seagon was that Chicago 
would get but little wheat. By grace of a 
chronic corner recently, reaching more 
acute stages at of above $1 a bushel, the 
chances are good fdr a local stock of wheat 
ws 10,000,000 bushelg by the end of Decemm- 

er. 

This furnishes a good working basis for 
merchandizing operations. Lake navigation 
will be closed and there are opportunities 
for controlling the distribution of the Chi- 
cago wheat accumulation to the material 
profit of the party in control. 

What ts to all intents and purposes a Chi- 
cago corner is attracting to this market 
wheat originally laid by for milling, not 
only in the Northwest, but in Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Indiana and as far east as Buffalo, 

If Armour can control the ebb of this tide 
of wheat to any extent there is a great op- 
portunity for recouping losses, actual or 
theoretical. 

During the last few days the trade gener- 
ally has been working around to a theory 
something like this: 

Armour and Leiter have crossed weapons 
and. recognized their respective points of 
advantage and strength. Leiter will handle 
the December deal as carefully as possi- 
ble, and realize just as much profit by 
sales as the market will stand. He will 
then take some cash wheat on delivery, ; 
but practically leave the cash situation to 
Armour. He can go over to May with bet- 
ter prospects-than he went over into Sep- 
semabar or over into December. 

Armour will then be left with Chicago 
in control of the cash situation and with 
foreign demand and domestic requirements 
as a result of millers selling their stocks 
on the high Chicago premium, This would 
furnish a basis for advancing prices and 

ive Armour an opportunity for merchan- 
fising wheat on a scale which was not 
thought possible at the beginning of the 
crop year.

Eight persons were saved from cremation 
by the cries of a frightened baby early 
Wednesday morning. 

As it was, the occupants only escaped by 
jumping, in their night clothes, from the 
windows to the soft earth below. 

The fire started in the stable of George 
H. Gerdes, 110 and 112 South Jefferson ave- 
nue. It was a one-story frame structure, 
with two entrances on Jefferson avenue, 
with two elbows running back to the alley. 

Between the entrances was Gerdes’ resi- 


dence, surrounded on three sides py the 
stable, the two buildings being separated 
all the way around by about six feet of 
space. There was only one entrance to the 
dwelling—that on Jefferson avenue—a nar- 
row door. 

Tuesday night Gerdes’ house was filled 
4 with company. Andrew Huber and wife of 
Bunker Hifi. Ilil., and Mrs. Lena Frank of 
Shiplin, Ill., were visiting Mr. and Mrs. 
Gerdes, All the beds were occupied. The 
husband slept upsta.rs, with two of the 
children. The guests had the other bed- 
rooms and Mrs. Gerdes, with the youngest, 
a child of a year old, slept upon a sofa in 
the parlor. 

It was nearly $ o’clock in the morning. 
The baby cried, kicked and struggled on 
its mother’s breast and Mrs. Gerdes was 
awakened. The room was filled with smoke. 
It was in her eyes and nostrils. She was 
too dazed to know the danger. Before she 
could give the alarm the only door of 
the room, leading into the hall, was afire. 

Then she screamed. Her cries awakened 
the others. As they opened the -doors 
smoke rolled into the bed-room. 

The occupants of the house didn’t stop 
for their clothes. Those who had been 
sleeping above ran down stairs. They 
couldn’t get out through the hall. Escape 
there was cut off by the fierce flames 
fanned by the great heat from the burning 
hay in the stable but a few féet away. 
They ran into the kitchen and jumped 
through the window, six feet to the ground. 
Mr. Gerdes missed. his. wife. He opened 
the window of the parlor. Mr. Huber boosted 
him up and he climbed through into. the 
room. It was filled with smoke, but the 
burning door sent a faint light through the 
thick smoke. The baby was crying and Mr. 
Gerdes had no trouble in reaching the 
lounge. He called his wife, but she didn’t 
answer.

The other two were 
non-residents who came here with the 
avowed purpose of ofganizing a scheme to 
enrich themsélvés at the expense of gulll- 
ble individuals with money to invest and a 
Paucity of business sagacity, through the 
medium of bogus real estate transfers. 
They found ready and willing tools here to 
forward their scheme, and the real estate 
company was launched into business in 
March, 1897, opening a pretentious office !n 
block 3200 Olive street, 

The president of the company ts now a 
fugitive from justice, and the membere of 
the Real Estate Exchange would give a 


handsome sum t6 be able to lay their hands | 
upon him just at present. One of the mem- 
bers of the firm was the son of a real estate 
dealer who has an office on Chestnut street, 
and who holds his head high in the com- 
munity déspite the fact that he was parti- 
ceps criminis in the swindles perpetrated by 
the firm, and allowed his name and all the 
information at his disposal to be used by the 
confederates of his gon to fleece his own. 
clients. 

To carry on the crooked work properly | 
and extensively and at the same time keep | 
thelr complicity in the transactions in the 
background, it was necessary to have sev- 
eral pliant tools at their command, work- 
ing under their directions, yet having no 
knowledge of the nature of the negotiations 
in which they were involved. hese were 
easily obtained, and the schemers were 
ready for business. 

The nature of the operations conducted 
by the real estate company was outlinea 
in the Post-Dispatch Tuesday. The Chest- 
nut street silent accomplice was a member 
of the Real Estate Exchange. In his of- 
fice he had an extensive record of unen- 
cumbered proverty throughout the city, 
some of wh'ch bélonged to his own clients. 
All of this information in ‘ee pocguanes was 
placed at the disposal] of the new firm. 

They would select a valuable piece of 
property, forge a deed of trust to it, adver- 
tise the deed for sale, and one of the firm 
would represent himself to the prospective 

urchaser as the owner, and the sale woul 

e effected. The names.of reputable real. 
estate dealers, such as Aug. Gehner, Chaa, | 
Vogel and E. B. Wolfe, were forged to many 
of these bogus deeds and the purchaser. 
upon investigating the records, would find 
everything apparently legitimate. They se- 
cured $13,000 in this manner without owni 
a foot of property, and would have rea 
a rich harvest had. not Herbert Mills, one 
of their alleged tools, been detected, it ig 
said, in the act of negotiating the sale of 
a deed of trust on the property of John 
Bauer of 2932 St. Vincent avenue, repreée~ 
senting himself as Bauer. 

The arrest of Mills put a sudden stop to 
the operations of the swindlers. The or~ 
ganizers became frightened at the thought 
of investigation and arrest, and the office 
was closed after a month’s existence. The 
promoters fled the city and are now under 
cover evading arrest. 

Four of the swindlers are _ scattered 
throughout the Union, one on the Pacific 
coast, one in the far north and the other 
two in the East. e reenaining four are 
within the jurisdiction of the State. Those 
not under arrest are maintaining a regul 
correspondence, the letters being forwarde 
under cover of aliases by the wife of one 
of the fugitives, who still resides here. 

The Real Estate Exchange has employed 
private detective agencies to try and locate 
the fugitives, but so far without success. 

Attorney E. F. Cunningham, who is in- 
‘terested in the case to a certain exten 
Kdeclares that he knows the names of a 
the guilty parties, but he will not divulge 
them at present because it might defeat 
pthe ends of justice. He says he has all of 
the men located, and if necessary can have 
ithe last of = lodged in the clty jafl 
rwithin thirty days. 
wits information was gleaned from 
the conspirators, who fs still in 
and who has kept him constantl 
of their movements,.and shown him a por- 
tion of their correspondence.

Things were quiet around the corner of 
Fourteenth street and Chouteau avenue 
Tuesday evening between 8 and 9 o'clock.

If there were a disposition to 
do so the charges could be made something 
more serious, as the twins and the coppers 
entered a private house, not in discharge of 
their duty, and without the consent of the 
owner. Also, if pigeons come under the 
head of private property, the charge might 
become a few degrees more grave, for these 
four heavy weight guardians of other peo- 
ple’s chattels entered the house expressly 
to disturb the peace of and loot a flourish- 
ing pigeon cote. 

The house entered by the quartette of 
brave men. its the historic old “Cracker 
Castle,”’ as the Garneau mansion, at Four- 
teenth street and Chouteau avenue, is bet- 
ter known, The castle is now the property of 
Congressman Charles E. Pearce, who oc- 
cup ed it with his family until the building 
was damaged by the cyclone last year. 
Since then Maj. Pearce has resided at 1004 
St. Ange avenue, and the castle has been 
boarded up at all entrances.

DRAMATIC SCENE AT THE HEAR- 
ING OF THE NANCY MANKER 
PENSION FRAUD CASE. 


PRISONER HELD IN $200 BONDS. 


Her Brother-in-Law Testified That She 
Was Sally Grubb and That the 
Real Nancy Manker 
Died in 1883. 


The Nancy Manker pension fraud case 
was given a prel.minary hearing before 
United States Commissioner Gray Wednes- 
day. The proceedings were brief but sen- 
sational, 

The aged and afflicted defendant was held 
to the Federal Grand-jury in a $200 bond, 
which she was unable to fill. She was there. 
fore remanded back to jail. 

Mrs, Mary Fluty, of White Lodge, Mo., a 
sister of Nancy Manker, was placed on the 
stand. She is not nearly so old as the de. 
fendant, and was visibly affected. She per- 
sistentiy kept her eyes off the woman who 
claims to be Mrs. Manker. 

When asked by the Ass.stant District At- 
torney if she knew the defendant the tears 
sprang to her eyes and she shook with 
emotion. 

“I don't know,” she said: “I haven't seen 
her yet.” She buried her face and sobbed 
in a heartbroken manner. 

Commiss.oner Gray suggested that as the 
woman was so compiet broken down that 
she be excused and her husband be put on 
the stand. 

James Fluty is a farmer and lives at 
Whits Lodge, near Hannibal, Mo. He is 
about 4 years old and is a stolid German, 
but speaks with scarcely any accent. 

“I recognize the defendant as Sally 
Grubb,” he testified. 

.Bhe is a sister of my wife and cannot be 
Naricy Manker.

In putting a stop to the illegal and 
heavy taxing of the assets of collapsed 
building and loan associations for spe- 
cial attorneys’ fees the Circuit Judges 
have performed @ duty that has been too 
long neglected.

Sold It to Jeweler Epstein and He 
Disposed of It to the Phoenix

Lipman Epstein, the jeweler at 1114%

HAYTI’S TROUBLES THICKEN. 


An American Is Now Pressing a Claim 
for Indemnity. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The Haytian 
Government has informed the State De- 
partment of its willingness to refer the 
claim of Bernard Campbell, an American 


citizen, to arbitration. This action is the 
direct result of the resolution of inquiry 
introduced in the Senate a few days ago 
by Senator Kyle of South Dakota. Camp- 
bell’s claim is for $100,000, and grew out 
of the injuries he receiv as a result of 
being beaten by men, who, he clams, were 
Haytien soldiers. The claimant made a 
contract in the City of New York for serv- 
ice as an engineer aboard a steamer in the 
West Indies.

CRUEL INGRATITUDE. 


Strange Inhumanity of the Syracuse 
University Officers, 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 15.—The story of 
the treatment of the widow of Bishop 
Jésse T. Peck of the Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh by the Syracuse.University, which 
has been brought out by her death In this 
city, at the age of 9 years, has raised a 
storm of protest and indignation. Bishop 
Peck was one of the ablest dignitaries of 
the M. E. Church, and he and his faithful 
wife devoted their lives to works of charity, 


philanthropy and benevolence. In all these 

matters they were singularly well mated. 
As the Bishop, who died about fourteen 
years ago, approached his later years his 
anxiety for the success of the un'‘versity 
grew stronger and deeper, and he decided 
to deed to it all his property, which was 
valued at $50,000. The San Francisco prop- 
erty, which was Mrs. Peck’s ind!vidual ea- 
tate, was included in the gift. The Bishop 
was in favor of giving the whole to the 
university, trusting to its generosity, but 
Mrs, P insisted that there should be a 
legal provision that at any time either her- 
self or the Bishop could call upon the 
university for their support or maintenance 
if they so desir A ee to that effect 
was executed, and transferred all 
their pro rty to the institution. Mrs. Peck

The other is that I have 
y been looking up authorities to establish the 
| validity of the law. by. showing its intent.’ 
’ Mr. Eggers here read the act, which is as 
follows: 

Section 1. That every electric street car, other 
than trail cars, which are attached to motor 
cars, shall be provided during the months of 
November, December, January, February and 
March of each year, at the front end, with a 
@creen composed -of glass or other material 
which shall fully and completely protect the 
ériver, motorman, gripman or other person sta- 
tioned on such front end and guiding’or direct- 
ipe said car from wind and storin. 

Section 2. Any person, agent or officer of any 
association or corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined 
in a sum not less than $25. 0r more than $100 
for each day that any Gar belonging to or used 
by such person, association or corporation is per- 
mitted to remain unprovided with the screen 
required. by section 1 of this act. And it is 
bereby made the duty of the prosecuting attor- 
ney of each county in the State to enforce the 
provisions of thie act, for which he shall be en- 
titled, in addition to his ordinary fee or salary, 
oue-fourth of the fine recovered. 

“You observe,”’ continued the Circuit At- 

torney, ‘that the electric cars are specified. 
‘he contention is sure to be made, in fact 
is elready made, that this makes the act 
class legislation and invalidates it. 

‘TIT do not believe it. I think the intent 
of the Legjsiature to include all varieties 
of street cars clearly is shown in the words: 
‘Shall fully and completely protect the

There 
wil be no trouble about establishing the 
facts, and if the court upholds me there 
will soon be vestibules on the street cars.

“If Judge Murphy 4ecides that the law is 
uncénstitutional I shall appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. It was recently decided in 
Minnesota that the vestibule law was con- 
stitutional, and, notwithstanding that word 
‘electric,’ I hope to get a similar decision 
in Missouri. I believe the Supreme Court 
will accept the intent of the law as bind- 
ing.’’ 

If the law is declared unconstitutional 
the Post-Dispatch will endeavor to have 
another passed that will stand all tests. 
Care will be taken that no person working 
in the interest of the corporations shall 
have an opportunity to alter the text of 
the bill, as it is alleged was done with the 
present law. 

But until the existing statute is passed on 
by a court of Jast resort it Is useless to 
discuss a new one. 

The law as it stands will be enforced or 
the Post-Dispatch will know why and will 
tell the people why. 

Motormen and gripmen are not alone in 
their desire that all cars shall be vestibuled. 
The vestibule is nearly as necessary for the 
comfort of the pasengers as a heater. The 
wind blows under doors and keeps the tem- 
perature of the car near the floor almost 
as low as it is outside through the air ona 
level with the passenger’s head, be stifling 
in its heat. With vestibules the cars would 
be comfortable and could be properly ven- 


The street railway companies refused to 
obey the law simply because of the expense 
it entailed. They do not object to the ves- 
tibule, but they object to paying for it. 

It is not claimed that it ‘will interfere with 
the work of the motorman. That it does 
not is demonstrated on the Olive street cable 
line where the grip cars are partially vesti- 
buled. The gripman looks through a glass 
window, and can see quite as well as though 
he were not protected, and not finding it 
necessary to wear so many wraps he can 
move quicker and has better command of 
his brake and lever. 

M. A. Howard of 4707 St. Louls avenue, 
who was a motorman for four years, re- 
cently called a secret meeting of fourteen 
motormen and conductors. They agreed to 
make a fight to have the law ‘eliforced 
and to raise funds for the purpose. 

Another meeting was called by Mr. How- 
ard of prominent men who want the law 
enforced.

CHEROKEE STRIP CLAIMS KEEP 
BOBBING UP IN THE 
COURTS. 


DELAWARES ALLEGE FRAUD. 


Mr. Kern Says Secretary Francis 
Made a Thorough In- 
vestigation, 


*T have been twice exonerated of wrong- 
doing in the settlement of the Cherokee 
freedmen’s claim to their apportionment of 
the money derived from the sale of. the 
Cherokee Strip, once by the Secretary of 
the Interior and once by an Indian Terri- 
tory Grand-jury. The charges against me 
are absolutely false. I will at once go to 
the Secretary of the Interior and to the 
Dawes Commission and insist that the pa- 
pers filed by the Delaware Indians be 
looked into so as to give me an opportunity 
to disprove their accusations.” 


Attorney Robert H. Kern made this state- 
ment to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“I knew several days ago,’’ said Mr. Kern, 


but did not know that they had filed 
them. I have just wired the Secretary 
of the Interior and the Dawes Com- 


mission that I am prepared to appear 
in Washington and refute the charges, The 
‘Delawares allege that I conspired with 
Chief Mayes of the Cherokee Nation to mis- 
appropriate the money set aside for the 
negro freedmen of the Nation when the 
strip was sold. The folly of this charge is 
evident in view of the fact that it was Chief 
Mayes himself who _ originally referred 
charges against me. In August, 1896, Chief 
Mayes filed with the Interior Department 
papers containing much the same charges 
as those now made by the Delawares. D. 
R. Francis was then Secretary of the Inte- 


rior. 

“I went to him and asked him to take up 
the matter at once that I might -~have an 
opportunity to clear .myself. He investi- 
gated thoroughly and threw out Chief 
Mayes’ charges as unfounded and unsup- 


ported. Later in the fall of 1896 the 
Grand-jury at Vinita considered the 
charges. I wired them I would appear in 


person if necessary. The bill was ignored 
and the Grand-jury’s report vindicated me. 


“Now come the Delawares, who number 
only 700. They are after 157,000 acres of 


land in which they have only a communal 
right. Their attorneys, Richard Adams 
and John Bullitt, base their claim largely 
on this old charge of fraud which has been 
twice disproven. ; 
“There is nothing in the entire transac- 
tion which will not bear the closest official 


scrutiny. I was one of the five attorneys 
chosen to represent the freedmen in their 
claim to a shafe of the Cherokee Strip 


money. I was later made a member of a 
special commission of three to adjust the 
— of the freedmen and the Chero- 
ees, 

“An arrangement was entered into by 
which the attorneys were to receive 6 per 
cent of the $900,000 appropriated. Of this the 
negroes were to pay 4 per cent and the 
Cherokees 2 per cent. 

“When the difference arose attorneys’ fees 
came up. That the fees might not cut $0 
deeply into the pro rata apportionment it 
was suggested that an additional appropria- 
tion of $400,000 be made, bringing the total 
to $1,300,000, and the attorneys should get 10 
per cent. This point was carried to the 
Supreme Court, which decided that while 
the Government could not increase the ap- 
propriation already made, the. Cherokee 
Council could appropriate the money out of 
its funds. 

“IT advised Chief Mayes of the Court's 
ruling. At his suggestion the Council made 
the appropriation. The attorneys received 
10 per cent of the net profits of the sale, or 
about $126,000. The whole proceeding was 
regular. It was the carrying out of an 
agreement and was backed up by a ruling 
of the Supreme Court. 

“T was not a party to any arrangement 
whereby bogus freedmen were made claim- 
yr Ee know positively this was not 
done.’’

A special from New York says: ‘Ham- 
burg, the racing stallion, sold at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., last week, as reported, for 
0, reached Jersey City to-day. He was 
transferred across the bay to Long Island, 
on to Lakeland’s stables at Morris 

ark. 

Julius Fleischman was the junior partner 
of the racing firm known ae Fleischman & 
Son. He was Charles Fleischman’s eldest 
fon and the guiding spirit in the racing 
affairs of that firm, as he had been in the 
bus_ness for the last year of two, ever since 
his father had his first serious illness. It 
is not unlikely, however, that the younger 
brother, Max, may share the responsibilities 
in the management of the atables. The 
contract with Tod Sloan is not affected in 
the least by the death of Charles Fleisch- 
man, as it was made in the name of 
Fleschman & Son, and the noted jockey 
will ride jin the Fleischman colors next 
year. 

Among the best horses in the Fletsch- 
man etring last season were Halma, Leh- 
man, Shakspeare II. and George Keene. 
Hlalma went wrong soon after the Fleisch- 
mans purchased him. Others are St. Max- 
im, now in stud at Eugene Leigh's farm; 
Jilted, Haphagard, Irish Reel, a fast mare, 
and Mr. Baiter and Mr. Hunt, two two- 
year-olds of indifferent prom'se.

Shibe was a plodding Pennsylvania 
Dutchman, who made base bails by hand. 

Reach loved the air and green flelds ard 
out in the open he developed into a famous 
ball-player. 

In 1867, just thirty years ago, he joined 
the Keystone Club of Philadelphia and a 
year later he was the captain and second 
baseman of the famous Athietics of that 
city, the team which had Fergy Malone 
for a catcher, Dick McBride for a pitcher 
and such noted players in its ranks as 
Fisler, Reaeh, Meyerle, Radcliffe, Cuthbert, 
Sensenderfer and Bechtel. 

While Reach played ball and increased 
the game’s areas in his way, Shibe toiled 
away at his bench, turning out the enow- 
white spheres. . 

Reach and the Athletics were his best 
customers, and between the Athletics’ cap- 
tain and the maker of baseballs there soon 
sprang up a friendship which in a little 
while ripened into ‘® partnership. 

Shibe continued to look after the indoor 
work while Reach huatled on the outside. 
Their establ'shment then consisted of Mr. 
Shibe and avcouple of small boys on the 
inside and Mr. Reach alone on the outside. 
Their joint capital was a hundred dollars 
or so. 

To-day Messrs. Reach and Shibe are sev- 
eral times millionaires. In their baseball 
manufactory at Philadelphia a thousand 
persons are given employment daily. The 
machinery used in their manufactory is a 
product of their own brains, and the own- 
ing of it gives them a practical monopoly 
of the business of manfacturing baseballs. 

That the old friendship existing between 
Ghibe and Reach is to be prolonged was 
asured the other day when Mr. Reach’s 
only son married the eldest daughter of 
his partner. 

Mr. Reach must be 50 years of age, or 
more, but he chatted last night of base 
ball like one of the yougsters, and in figure 
and form he looked just as well as did the 
great athlete of many vears ago. The gray 
mustache, alone, told of his retirement from 
real work on the field. 

He has been all over thé West and North- 
west recently with Mr. Shibe, and he says 
the outlook for a grand season of base ball 
next year in that territory is unusually 
bright. 


TOM CAHILL RED HOT, 


DECLARES HIMSELF IN A LETTER 
CONCERNING THE ST. LOUIS 
FOOT BALL ASSOCIATION. 


REFEREE CHURCH IS SCORED. 


The Shamrocks’ Manager Says His 
Team Will Quit the League Rather 
Than Submit to Bulldozing. 


There is a heap of trouble in the St. Louts 
Foot Ball Association. 

Last night the Shamrocks wanted to see 
Referee Church decapitated and prevented 
from refereeing any more games, but the 
matter was laid over, and Church remains 
one of the official referees of the Associa- 
tion, 

This letter received this morning from 
Tom Cahill, the manager of the Shamrocks, 
gives’ somewhat of an insight to the trouble 
in the organization: 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 15.—Editor Post-Dis- 
patch.—The Shamrocks have been criticised 
for leaving the field at Dehodiamont last 


Eunday, and the newspapers have seen fit 
to censure us for our action. Thére are al- 
ways two sides to a story, and as manager 
of the Shamrocks I think you ought to give 
mine. I will say this, that the refereeing 
of Church on this particular occasion was 
rank, unfair and wholly out of bounds. Our 
representatives on the field remonstrated 
with him, but even then he was deaf to all 
notions of fair play. So, at last, they con- 
cluded to withdraw, that being the only re- 
course left to them, under the circum- 
stances. On general principles I am op. 
posed to a team leaving the field. Such ac- 
tion robs the spectators who have paid ad- 
mission to the game of the pleasure they 
have paid for, but last Sunday the referee- 
ing of Church was unfair and unjust, and 
every friend of the Shamrocks urged them 
to take the action they did, and it was only 
when this pressure from the outside came 
that they left the field. 

The Shamrock Club entered this associa- 
tion asking no favors, but expecting to be 
given @ square deal. From the etart, how- 
ever, the other members of the league have 
tried to hand cap our team in every way. 
Our players have been approached and of- 
fered money to join other clubs in the 
league. At times there were opportunities 
to strengthen our team, but the opposing 
managers then put every obstacle in our 
way, and instead did all in their power to 
weaken our organization. Instead of trying 
to help the weaker teams the stronger 
clubs of the association have tried to keep 
them down. This was well illustrafed last 
night by the selfish action of the Cyclist 
Club in signing Dixon and Sheddon, The 
Shamrocks needed those two players badly, 
and had they secured them might have 
made it interesting for the leading teams of 
the league. Deepite th's fact, however, the 
Cycling Club, which is far in the lead for 
the pennant and which team could easily 
afford to strengthen its weaker brethren, 
grabbed the two players and robbed us 
of the opportunity of engaging them.

League's interests as a whole, and also as 
an evidence of the selfish spirit that seems 
to have permeated the two leading clubs of 
the League ever since ite orgnaization. 

At last night’s meeting of the League It 
was decided to run a double-header again at 
Sportsman’s Park.

LEGAL FRIENDS OF THE STATE ADMINISTRATION 
TREATED LIBERALLY OUT OF THE SAVINGS OF THE POOR. 


The Circuit Judges have made a radical 
change in the manner of handling building 
and loan association cases. Certain attor- 
neys will not find these organizations such 
easy picking in the future as in the past, 

‘Motion for allowance of attorneys’ fees, 
to be taxed as costs, overruled,’’ is an entry 
which will appear frequently in the future 
on the court minutes, 

The Circult Judges have agreed that here- 
after they will not pay for special counsel 
out of the agsets of the associations, and 
will thereby break up what at first prom- 
ised to be a rich field for some of the local] 
attorneys close to the State administration, 

The building and loan association law 
business grew to considerable size. When 
the bullding association fever first struck 
St. Louls there was an impression that 
anybody could be a secretary. It was 
merely a matter of marking down bills paid 
and calculating interest. The result has 
been dozens of wrecked associations. Now 
the wreckage is being sorted in a legal junk 
shop style and until a few days ago ali 
that could be saved was picked out after 
the lawyers were paid. : 

Hsusiness in this line throughout the State 
Wus enough to consider it necessary to pase 
a special law creating the office of State 
Supervisor of Build.ng and Loan Associa- 
tions. The general impression seems to oe 
that the sole duty of this functionary has 
been to hire special counsel to be paid out 
of the assets of the association and have 
this special counsel pounce upon such asso- 
ciation, throw it into the hands of a re- 
ceiver and wind it up. 

The winding process is interesting. Af- 
ter a certain number of twists somebody 
is allowed fees, to be taxed as cogts. These 
fees range from $50 io $50, according to cir- 
cumstances, 

The especial counsel and attorneys are 

racticaily the game in all the cases. Tho 
éading counsel in St. Louis has been Judge 
Thomas A, Kussell. He is understood to 
have taken up the work where Walter F. 
MckEntire, for private and political reasons, 
Baw fit to drop it. 

Then there is an attorney named William 
A. Alderson, from up the State, now of St. 
Louis, who figures in the case. He used to 
be McEntire’s partner. Now he is Judge 
lhiusseil's; at least, ho is associated with 
Judge Russell in the suits. There is also a 
Mr. W. O. Gray, The Siate Supervisor is 
Henry L, Gray. 

Ex-Cireuit Judge John W. Wood !s also 
in the cases, generally as receiver or com- 
missioner. ‘the firm of Hoss & Stone alsv 
get a whack at the association when there 
is any wreckage to be cleared.

The place where the snag was struck 
was in Court-room No, 1. It happened 
that Judge Klein was the first judge called 
upon to act after the judges had taiked 
the fee business over. It was the case 01 
the Henry Clay Building and Loan Associa- 
tion. Judge Russell, Alderson and W. O. 
Gray were attorneys for the State Super- 
visor and Attorney-General Crow. 

In this case the Supervisor was made re- 
ceiver. That is. the assets were all vested 
in him, for the benefit of the creditors, The 
first creditors to claim allowances in court 
were the attorneys for the attorney of the 
State Supervisor. They filed a motion for 
an allowance of $250 for services rendered 
in drawing up the papers in the suit—not 
for all their services, but only for servicés 
up to that time. 

Then it was that Judge Klein swung the 
ax and made all the trouble. He refused to 
make the allowance, and said there was no 
authority for such a proceeding. 

He gives a brief history of the case and 
the facts, and quotes the law as follows: 

The eighth section of the act provides that 
“Such proceedings shall be conducted by the At- 
torney-General of the State, in the name of the 
State of Missouri, as piaintiff, at the relation of 
said supervisor.’’ 

That ‘‘The jurisdiction of the Circuit Court and 
the processes, pleadings and proceedings had in 
the cases instituted under this act shall be the 
enine as ate now provided by law for the winding 
up and @issolution of insurance companies, so far 
as such provisions of law are applicable.”’ 

And that ‘*‘The actual expenses of the Attorney- 
General shail be paid out of the Building and Loan 
Supervision Fund in carrying out the provisions of 
this section.’’ 

Section 9 of the act makes an appropriation for 
the years 1895 and 1896, and the general appropria- 
tlon act, approved March 23, 1897, makes an ap- 
propriation ef $20,000 for the pay of supervisor, 
examiners, clerical help, stationery, printing, post- 
age, traveling expenses and for euch other ex-

THE MOTHER STILL IN BED. 


Shot Wounds Affect Her Sorely and 
She May’ Not Recover—They Are 
a Sequel to a Quarrel 
Over Property. 


All St. Louis County {fs aroused over the 
internecine war now being waged MNhear 
Cross Keys.

Mrs. Martha J. Patterson, the owncr un- 
der the law, and mother of the warring 
sons, lies Ll at her home from the effecta 


of a gunsnot wound alleged to have been 
inflicted by Bennett Patterson, her first 
born, 

Bennett, charged with assault with intent 
to kill, was locked in a felon’s cell Tuesday 
at Clayton. It was his brother John who 
gave him over to the Sheriff. 

The meeting of the brothers was dramatio. 
John left the court-house in company with 
Deputy Sheriff O’Shorn, who was clothed 
with authority to arrest Bennett. Half- 
way down the yard the two saw their man 
across the street. At the same instant he 
saw them, and changing his direction 
walked briskly up to’the officer. John Pat- 
terson was a few steps to the rear. 

O’Shorn drew a warrant from his pocket. 

‘Never mind that,” said Bennett, quietly, 
‘I’m ready.”

The face of each 

was white and drawn, while the eyes of 
both blazed with anger. 

John took a step forward, then turned to 

walk away. Bennett started after him, and 

the sound of his feet warned the younger 


man. 

He whirled suddenly, but the deputy sher- 
iff had siipped between the men, 
“Take him away,” said John Patterson. 
“I want no more trouble—for mother’s 
sake,’ he added, 
This incident closed another chapter in 
a feud which many fear may yet cause more 
bloodshed, and is said to be the direct cause 
of the shooting of old Mrs. Patterson on 
Oct. 24, 
When Thomas Patterson died, several 
years ago, he left his broad, well-kept flelds 
to his wife, for her to hold during her nat- 
ural life. 
The two boys, it !s said, were not satis- 
fled with the conditions of the will, yet 


father. Both remained at home and worked 
the farm. 

Soon there was a clash as to who should 
assume active management of affairs, and 
the ill-feeling ‘s believed to have had Its 
origin there. John married later and at his 
mother’s request brought his wife to the 
old home. This seemed to more firmly es- 
tablish his position, but did not allay his 
brother’s wrath. 

Ruptures between the two were more fre- 
quent after that, and the good mother no- 
ticed with alarm that threats were openly 
bandied. 

A little over a year ago Mrs. Patterson, 
GSr., received by the death of a California 
uncle a bequest of $30,000. This was put 
with her late husband's estate, she intend- 
ing the whole for a legacy for her children. 

Fre money, énstead of proving a joy, is 
said to have further disrupted the un- 
happy household, and the contention be- 
tween the brothers waxed more bitter. 

Each strove to secure the reins of gov- 
ernment and in the heat of passion hoth 
made mistakes. So far as can be learned, it 
was to establish each son's claim to the 
property that Mrs. Patterson asked for a 
consultation on the evening of Oct: %. 
Just what occurred at that meeting will 
not be known unt!] the witnesses go to the 
stund in the preliminary trial on Dec. 22. 

The neighborhood was startled by two re- 

orts of a gun. Mrs. Patterson was found 
jleeding profusely from wounds in her head 
and abdomen, The next day Bennett was 
taken to Clayton charged with committing 
the assault.

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GEN. GUITAR TO MR, FILLEY 


A Political Nephew Writes an Open 
Letter to the Boss. 


Gen, Odin Guitar of Columbia, Mo., has 
written a long open letter to “My Dear 
Uncle Filley,” and has published it in the 
Globe-Democrat. He signs himself, ‘““With 


sentiments of sincere esteem and sympathy, 
Il am your devoted political nephew.”’ 

Gen, Guitar is a Republican leader in Mis- 
sourl. He was a gallant Federal soldier 
and an aggressive politician. He was chair- 
man of the Republican State Convention 
‘of 1884, and has fought valiantly against the 
domination of Mr. Filley. He now writes 
in a vein of clever sarcasm calculated to 
make ‘‘de ole man’ wince. 

He reviews Uncle Filley’s letter of Novem- 
ber 7, print#d in the Post-Dispaten, and 
calling up the campaign of 1882, when Mc- 
Lean was a candidate for Congress, he 
says: 

“Your receipts show that you received 
from Dr. McLean or on his behalf in the 
fall of said vear the sum of $6,000. You have 
never denied the execution of the receipts, 
or that you got the money. You admitted 
that you handled one end of Dr. McLean’s 
campaign, and spent money in it. How 
mucn, and how you spent it, I have no 
doubt, you can and will be glad to explain.” 

Then the General recalls the fact that 
Mr. Filley ran independently for Mayor of 
St. Louis in 188 against William L. Ewing. 
the regular Republican nominee. Mr. Fil- 
ley, is also charged with having returned 
from the national convention o 1892 dis- 
gruntled and dissatisfied, and that in 1896 
he “skulked and laid down, and never of- 
fered to lift hand or voice to promote suc- 
cess, either in State or nation. And, fur- 
ther, that you did all you could to create 
factional dissensions in the party before 
its nominations were made. A final charge 
is as follows: 

“Tt is alleged that you refused to co-op- 
erate with the national committee in the 

romotion of a ‘Business Men’s League’ in 
St. Louis to aid in the promotion of the 
Republican campaign in Missouri, and that 
vou threatened, if such a thing were at- 
tempted, you would ‘kick out of the traces,’ 
and they intimate further, that at the time 
you made the threat, you had already not 
only kicked out of the traces, but had 
jumped the political fence. They say fur- 
ther that you refused to allow Mr. Hanna 
or his committee to send money into the 
State to be used for political purposes un- 
less it went into your hands, or Into the 
hands of those you should suggest, or ap- 
prove of.”
